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State May Take 2 Marin Roads 


Two major road projecta for 
Marin County are on the agenda of 
the Joint Interim C(»nmittee on 
Transportation Problems, Marin 
Sen. Jack McCarthy said today. 
The interim committee, headed by 
Sen. Randolph Collier of Yreka, 
will meet in San Prancisco City 
Hall Nov. 29. 
McCarthy said two Marin roada 
will be considered for inclusion In 
the state highway system. 


One is his proposal to extend 
Miracle Mile along First or Second 
street, San Rafael, to Highway 
101 and include the whole distance 
from Highway 101 along the Mir­ 
acle Mile and Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard to Olema. The other is 
the proposal to Include Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake East, from Greenbrae in­ 
tersection to the San Quentin road. 
Inclusion in the state highway 
system would mean the roads 


would be eligible for reconstruc­ 
tion and maintenance by the state 
Division of Highways from gas tax 
funds, rather than being improv­ 
ed and maintained from the coun­ 
ty’s meager road funds. 
The senator said that represen­ 
tatives of San Rafael, San Ansel­ 
mo, Fairfax and the county were 
planning to attend the hearing. He 
said others interested also are In­ 
vited to be present. 


Ih addition, other roads in the 
county may be considered. Mc­ 
Carthy declared he may attempt 
to get some state aid on. recon­ 
struction of San Pedro road from 
San Rafael's third street to the 
new Stegge development at Mc- 
Near’s Ranch. “After all,” the sen­ 
ator said, “there’s going to be a 
new city of some 13,000 to 16,000 
persons out there before long. 
They’re going to need a new road.” 


Anyone interested in presenting 
a roftd to the committee for con* 
sideration by the state may do 
so. he went on. “But it seems to 
me we will make a better presenta­ 
tion if we get all of Marin County’s 
wante^ together M one pftc:kafs for 
presentation."

Construction of a model of the 
Bay Area will start in a few weeks 
at the Army’s Engineers’ base yard 
in Sausalito. CoL J. A. Graf, dis- 
teict enigine'er, m.ade the announce­ 
ment yesterday while conducting 
Congressman Hubert B. Scudder 
on a tour of the site. 
A $7,875 contract to expand the 
engineers’ warehouse to accom­ 
modate the model has been award­ 
ed to Herrero Bros., Inc., of San 
Francisco, Graf said. The model 
—which will occupy more than an 
acre of floor space—will cost 


Sausalito Seeks 
Tidelands Streets 
Sausalito moved this week to 
secure transfer of title 
to 
the 
city’s tidelands streets from the 
state to the city. 
Acting on suggestion of Assem­ 
blyman Pvichard McColIister, who 
advised the city council that he 
could Initiate action toward the 
transfer on receipt of a formal 
request, councilmen authorized a 
letter to McColIister aksing him to 
introduce legislation which would 
add title to the streets to the city’s 
existing title to surrounding tide­ 
lands areas. 
Ownership of the streets is pre­ 
sently vested in the state, with 
the city holding an easement for 
their use. 


$300,000, and the studies to be

Decision to build the model in 
10-foot-square sections, supported 
by screw jacks resting on the con­ 
crete floor, has substantially re­ 
duced the project’s cost, Graf in­ 
dicated. The jacks will allow c<xn- 
pensatlon for any ^settling whkh 
may occur, thus making it un­ 
necessary to tear up sections of 
the floor and drive deep piles 
which would serve as foundation 
for the model. 
Original aEthorkation for a B.ay 
Area study was contained in the 
Rivers and Harbors Act of 1950. 
Studies autlior.ized, under that act, 
interrupted by the Korean War, 
were completed in 1953, and a re­ 
port at that time Indicated need 
for a 
five-year comprehensive 
study which would necessarily in- 
clU'de the model—described by en­ 
gineers as a "comprehensive hy­ 
draulic working model of the bay 
system.” 
Purposes of the studies have been 
defined as follows:

Scettrinis Nix 
Board's Bid 
To Discuss Land 


The Scettrini family, owners of 
the proposed civic center site at 
Santa Venetia, last lüght turned 
down an Invitation by the county 
board of supervisors to a meeting 
next week to discuss details of 
purchase of the 130-acre site. 
In a letter, the Scettrinis’ attor­ 
ney, Hugh Allen, indicated he pre­ 
ferred to continue negotiations 
between himself and the county’s 
district attorney, W. O. Weissich. 
Piqued by the tone of thé let­ 
ter, the board authorized Chair­ 
man Walter Castro to contact the 
Scettrini family directly in an ef­ 
fort to set up a meeting between 
the board members and the family. 


SOLE REP'RES'EMTATIYE 
Allen had written: “You will re­ 
call a few weeks ago that the 
board, after earlier suggcs'Ung such 
a meeting to the writer, heeded 
the advice of its counsel, Mr. 
Weissich, and unanimously pa^ed 
a resolution appointing Mr. weis­ 
sich as its sole representative in 
negotiating with the Scettrini fam- 
üy through the writer, its attor­ 
ney. 
“The Scettrinis. and I believe 
that Mr. Weissich’s advice was 
soimd, and that the resolution of 
the board was a commendable 
one, and are therefore desir0''us of 
abiding by both.” 
“Alien can’t stop us from talk­ 
ing with tlie Scettrinis if we want 
to,” stormed Castro. 
County Clerk george Jones re> 
■pmtxá. that, not bC'lng clear about 
the letter, he had phoned Allen 
and been told by the attorney that 
he had contacted the family. The 
famüy, Allen said, does not want 
to talk with the board directly. 


DIRECT CONTACT 
“They never have refused to talk 
with us before,” declared Vera 
Schultz. “I think we should con­ 
tact them dhectly and find out 
about this.” 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Leland Jor­ 
dan pointed out that if the board 
decides to make direct contact 
with the Scettrinis, the district 
attorney’s office could take no 
part in the talks. 
“It would not be' e:th,ical tor us 
to talk directly with someone we 
know to be represented by an at­ 
torney,” he declared, “unless that 
attorney agrees. Please make it 
clear that our office has nothing 
to do with any direct talks you 
might set up.” 
William Fxisselman* again Issued 
his warning that “ansrthing we say 
in direct negotiattons might miti­ 
gate us (sic) in subsequent con­ 
demnation proceedings.” 
Pussclman said he would attend 
such a meeting “as an observer” 
If it is set up, but he voted against 
Mrs. Schultz.’ motion to .authorize 
the chairman to contact the Scet­ 
trinis. ’The motion passed 4-1.

Hammarskjold 
Offers New 
Peace Plan 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (JP) — 
U.N. Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjold took a direct hand to­ 
day in .seeking to settle the boil­ 
ing border dispute between Israel 
and Egypt. 
, 
Hammarskjold called in repre­ 
sentatives of the 
two countries 
last night and submitted a plan 
calling on Egypt to pull its troops 
out of the El Auja demilitarized 
zone. It also urged the .setting up 
of a permanent demarcation line 
in the disputed region. 
Spokesmen for Egypt and Israel 
said they were cabling the propo­ 
sal to their home governments. 
U. N. officials expressed hope 
Hammarskjold’s peace plan would 
re-establish order in the area, the 
scene of what has been described 
as the most serious fighting since 
the 1948 Palestine War.

Crystallization Of Virus 


Seen Medical Milestone 


'PASADENA (;iV-The crystallim- 
tion of polio vinu, just accom­ 
plished for the first tone, opeiu 
up a new chemical attack on all 
viruses and should make poasible 
the manufacture of a better polio 
vaccine, a scientist says. 
Dr. C. E. Schwerdt, who with 
Dr. P. L- Schaffer accomplished 
the important medical feat at the 
TjTniversity of California Virus 
laboratory, told the National 
Academy of Sciences yesterday 
that this is the first time a hu­ 
man or animal-infecting tjrp* vima 
has been crystallised. 
The significance of the crystal­ 
lized virus. Dr. Schwerdt explain­ 
ed, Is that it is absolutely free of 
contaminants. Only virus that is 
highly purified will yield crystals 
- Heretofwre, scientist* have been 
tampered In their study of polo 
^irus because some of the reac­ 
tions they noted came from im­ 
purities. Crystallization ellmlnatea 
impurities and alao the false 
reaction. 
' Dr. Schwerdt said the discovery 
i'ill be of primary Importance in 
facilitating the study of the polio 
virus. He said vaccine could be 
(iroduced from virus crystals but 
the cost w'ould be excessive. 
About a million gallons of mon­ 
key kidney tissue culture fluid 
^ould be needed to produce one 
pound of virus crystals, he esti­ 
mated. This would cost about 500 
pillion dollars. It could produce 
over a billion doses of vaccine. 
#Ü The tiny crystals, measarinf 
about one thousandth of an inch, 
fontain nearly a bUlicMi vinie par­ 
ticles. 
The virus has an animal ability 
to reproduce but has m>»ny prop­ 
erties of an inanimate chemical. 
Dr. Wendell Stanley, director of 
the university’s virus laboratory, 
nid scientists have been trying 
for 20 yeara to* get f crystallized

as con.stnictlon of gravity con­ 
duits to carry water into the 
bay.The estimated cost of $3.600,000, 
noted Supervisor Gnoss, is one- 
quarter of the entire 12-million- 
doUar assessed valuation of the 
Novato Fire District 
To satisfy Congress that federal 
participation Is worthwhile, Ck)l- 
CHiel Oral noted, It must be con­ 
vinced that the North Marin pro­ 
ject is a good investment. For ex­ 
ample, *(il the project were to coat 
$200,000 a yeax, let’s say its bene­ 
fits should equal $300,000 a year.” 
Federal aid also depends on 
how many people will benefit he 
said.It will also be required that local 
property owners furnish the land, 
easements and rights-of-way nec­ 
essary to the project free of cost, 
he stipulated. 
Testifying that Novato Creek Is 
or was indeed a navigable stream. 
Gnoss probed his own memory and 
produced a picture of maritime 
commerce extending from San 
Francisco Bay clear up tc an area 
near Downtowm Novato. 
Several deades ago, Gnoss re­ 
called, boats plied up Novato 
Creek, carrying fruits and dairy

Ellis O. Berry, superintendent of 
wildlife In the department’s San 
Francisco office, declined to ident­ 
ify the suspects or give further in­ 
formation on the Investigations 
because 'it would do more harm 
than good at this point.” He said 
he plans to discuss the matter wlto 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich next 
week for poaaible prosecution. 
"We know who they are,” Berry 
said, but declined to say how many 
persons were Involved, how old 
they were or where they were 
from.

Contents of the other note were 
not disclosed. 
Miss Hatch had worked for Tur­ 
ner on a part-tim e basis when the 
latter operated a hardware store 
In Cambridge Springs, a farming 
oommimity in northwest Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Police saM th at on July 27, 1953. 
Mias Hatch w m t from her Job 
in a bank to Turner’s hardware 
ftore on h«* lunch hour. «That was 
the last time she was seen alive. 


IDENTIFICATION MADE 
Her skeleton was found Tuesday 
morning by a hunter near a lov­ 
ers’ lane in Stafford Springs. Conn. 
Identification was made through 
a gold wristi 'watdi. and dental 
charts. 
Four days after Mím Hatch dis­ 
appeared. Turner left Cambridge 
Springs, Penn., and cams to M an­ 
chester, Mass., to settle down. 
He returned to Pennsylvania, 
however, to be questioned by po­ 
lice about Miss Hatch’s disap'pear- 
ance. Police said no suspects ever 
were held because the girl’s body 
had not been found and there 
was no way of telling she had been 
slain.

WALLA, WALLA., Wash. ( / P ) A 
mothcr-murderer and nine other 
tough inmates of the tum ult-rid- 
dC'.n Washington State Penitentia­ 
ry escaped last night after weeks 
of tunneling through seven inches 
of concrete and 30 feet of cartfC 
* The escape was discovered at a 
7:30 pm . change of guards, an 
estimated two hours after the 10 
men had crawled through the 30- 
inch wide tunnel to- liberty Just 
outside the west wall. 
.And hours later, d'es'plte a 'wMe- 
spread cordon of scores of police 
assisted by four bloodhounds, no 
trace of the men had been found 
except tracks a half mile from the 
gaping hole in the prison side. 
The tracks, leading In'to the sw - 
roundlng rolling wheatlands, were 
multiple, and associate Warden 
Davl'd Gerechct said .he belleve'd,- 
the convicts had rtm alned In a 
group at least that long. 
Back In the prison, the guards 
found a neat circular' slab c,hisled 
from the seven-lnch-thlck concrete 
floor of one of the cells. It led In­ 
to an unused dirt floor baiement. 
The 30-foot-long tunnel started 
there, running siralghi as a die 
to the exit point. 
Only a few hand-made digging 
tools wrre left behind. The dirt 
apparently had been flushed down 
prison toileU a bit at a time. 
'Guards said 'the big c'h'unk of co'n- 
crete probably had been replaced 
each day by the felons after a 
night O'f digging',. 
One of the men who escaped 
wes William B. Bracey, 20, who 
shot h k mother at Tacoma t'wo 
years ago when she refused him 
the use of the family automobile. 
He was serving 30 years for sec­ 
ond degree murder. 
Another was a lifer, Ollle Wiles, 
42, sent U'p .sS'VS'n years agO' at a.'n 
habitual criminal after a life of 
crime in Washington and Oregon. 
The others all were serving .15 


years or m,ore from, crimes ranging' 
from grand larceny to robbery.

On the fa'Ce' of It, the idea of 
filming the real story of Audie 
Murphy, the most decorated sol­ 
dier in World War II. seems impos­ 
sible: the man’s exploits were too 
:rem.arkable—Incredible, if you. will. 
Yet in the Technicolor and Cin­ 
emascope production, "To Hell and 
Back,” which is Audie Murphy’s 
own sto.ry, you do see a credible 
person, a young man of heroic di­ 
mensions who emerged from war 
knowing a veteran Is always scared 
and a hero is only a man who did 
his best. The film opens Sunday 
at the Ra,fael Theater. 
MODEST HERO 
This credibility is almost entire­ 
ly due to Murphy, who plays him­ 
self with, .innate :m.odcsty, .never 
the typical hotshot Hollywood war 
hero. When, at one particularly, 
exciting point, Murphy is shown 
atop a burning tank (loaded with 
ammunition and fuel) holding up 
a German advance, you know it 
actually happened. ^ 
The screenplay picks up Murphy 
as a youngster, hiring out at $14 
a week to support his mother and 
her brood after his father desert­ 
ed their home. It takes him through 
rejections by the Navy and the 
Marines, and finally acceptance by 
the Army and lastly .into the 'Euro­ 
pean fighting. 
His war activities are retold 
with stark vividness, including the 
blood and mud of actual combat 
on the I'talian front, 'Fra.nce and. 
the Colmar pocket. 


'Th.e film, is ■particularly success­ 
ful in portraying the friendship 
that grows between men who must 
go out to die. Murphy's compan­ 
ions are portrayed by: Marshall 
Thompson, continuously boasting 
of his conquests, ashamed to ad­ 
mit he loves one girl at home;

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Bridge Funds Could Build 
Greenbrae Approach Road 


Recent efforts to get Sir Francis Drake 
East, from Greenbrae intersection to the 
San Rafael-Richmond Bridge approach, into 
the state highway system are all to the good. 
Marin's Associated Chambers of Com­ 
merce, the Board of Supervisors, Redwood 
Empire Association and the State Chamber 
of Commerce all have passed resolutions 
aimed at having the state reconstruct the 
winding two-lane road into a four-lane 
divided freeway. 
Such support for an obviously needed 
improvement is heartening. It shows an 
awareness and interest in our traffic prob­ 
lems by those who are in a position to do 
some good. 
Yet there is a problem if this procedure 
is followed. First the road must be included 
in the highway system. That it belongs there 
seems obvious. It connects two state high­ 
ways and will be the closest connecting link 
between two of the largest bridges in the 
world. It shouldn’t be a county road. It 
should be a state highway. 
Trouble is that the only body that can 
esignate it a state highway is the legis­ 
lature, and the legislature doesn’t meet in 
general session until January, 1957, True, 
there is a special session coming up next 
March, but the likelihood that any single 
road will be included on the call of that 
special session is not great. 
This means that unless the legislation is 
put through as an emergency, it would not 
be effective until some time in September, 
1957. 
But the second deck of the bridge is

scheduled to open in October, 1957, and 
possibly before. Top deck would have been 
in operation a full year. That means that 
heavy bridge traffic would be meandering 
through San Quentin property even before 
start of construction. And that’s assuming 
the State Highway Commission would vote 
funds for the construction. 
Happily there is an alternative. Actually 
the importance of the road and the real 
necessity of improving it is being multiplied 
many times by the opening of the bridge. In 
truth, it is an approach to the bridge just 
as much as is the multi-laned highway which 
is stretching over the hills on the east end 
of the span. 
If Sir Francis Drake East is an approach, 
it should be paid for as an approach; that 
is, out of funds provided by the bridge’s 
revenue bonds. There are about four million 
dollars worth of these bonds not now ear­ 
marked. 
Certainly there are problems. The bonds 
haven’t yet been sold; the Division of San 
Francisco Bay Toll Crossings has not yet 
designated the road as an approach. 
But these things can be overcome. We are 
not suggesting that pressure be lessened on 
the state to take the road into the highway 
system. It should be continued, because .hat 
is the eventual result anyway. 
At the same time, a few well chosen words, 
properly applied, often enough, might help 
the Division of Bay Toll Crossings decide 
that the best way to provide service to the 
bridge would be to make Sir Francis Drake 
East a four-lane approach freeway.

West Bungles While Russ Sparkle, 
According To This Correspondent 
THE MOST comforting thing 
I can find to say, after a few 
weeks in Europe on the eve of 
the Geneva conference, is that 
the West does not need to be so 
weak as it looks. 
Our primary trouble is not 
that the Soviet Union has very 
strong cards and that we have 
no strong cards. It is that for 
Internal political reasons the 
Western governments are at 
this time unable to play their 
cards w'ith confidence and con­ 
viction. 
The summit meeting at Geneva 
in July was a public recognition 
by both sides that they could not 
use thermo-nuclear war or the 
threat of it to settle the struggle 
between them. This did not mean 
that the struggle was over. It 
meant that the struggle |Would 
become a diplomatic contest. 
IN THIS CONTEST the Soviet 
Union has since the summer 
shown a greater capacity for ma­ 
neuver. for liquidating liabilities 
and for new initiatives. The four 
Western governments, Bonn, 
Paris, London and Washington 
have, on the other hand, re­ 
mained frozen and immobile in 
all their pre-Geneva positions. 
Moscow has been acting while 
the Western governments have 
been reacting—and reacting in 
the main not by actions of their 
own but by complaining. 'They 
have cone nothing comparable 
in its weight and scope with the 
Soviet’s gambit In Austria, with 
the Soviet’s appeasement of Tito, 
with the Soviet’s establishment 
of diplomatic relations with the 
two Germanies, with the Soviet’s 
incursion behind the Western 
political front into Egypt. 
THE INNOCENT public may 
have been led to believe that the 
Geneva accord to renounce nu­ 
clear war was a kind of under­ 
standing that the Soviet Union 
was going henceforth to accept 
our terms for a settlement of the 
cold war. But no one in the 
know ever had the slightest rea­ 
son for thinking that this would 
happen. 
The Geneva accord did not 
mean that we were going to have 
our own way. It meant that the 
great powers might be able to 
negotiate and strike bargains, 
and that unless they did this 
successfully, they might lose con­ 
trol of the problems they were 
supposed to solve. 
FOR THIS KIND of maneuv­ 
ering governments have to be 
sufficiently sure of themselves at 
home to be flexible and respon­ 
sible abroad. Governments that 
are unsure of themselves are 
usually able to be firm only if 
they are rigid and obstinate. 
They become immobile—unable 
to move lest they appear to be 
retreating. It is the immobility 
of the Western governments, not 
the inherent weakness of the 
Western position in the world, 
that makes the prospects so dark 
in Central Europe, in North 
Africa and in the Middle East. 
Thus in Germany we are im­ 
mobilized upon a policy that not 
even the Germans, much less the 
Soviets, can be counted upon to 
believe In to the end. In the re­ 
lations of the West with the 
Moslem upheaval, which extends 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
borders of India, there is the 
greatest reluctance to do any­ 
thing new for fear of losing 
something old. 
THE WEST GERMANS are 
ImnoblliMd by Dr. Adenauer’s 


illness and by the fact that, like 
Eisenhower, he has no recog­ 
nized successor who can be 
counted upon to carry out his 
policy. 
There is, in fact, every reason 
to think, as Moscow most cer­ 
tainly does think, that Aden­ 
auer’s successor will not stand 
upon, that he will negotiate 
about, the terms that the West 
la proposing at Oeneva. Our po­ 
sition at Oeneva is inspired pri> 
marily by loyalty to Dr. Aden­ 
auer, by a determination not to 
concede anything which might 
be construed in Germany as 
rocking Dr. Adenauer’s boat. If 
we concede an inch, we fear that 
Dr. Adenauer’s German oppo- 
.nents will be encouraged to con­ 
cede a yard. So on Germany the 
West is immobilized and unable 
to put itself in a position to ne­ 
gotiate. 
The trouble with this position 
is that in the not so very long 
run it will alienate us from the 
Gremans who mean, if they 
must, to negotiate fcr reunlllca- 
tion directly with the Soviet 
Union and the East Germans. 
Our problem In CSlcrmany is how 
to overcome the immobility of 
our policy. This means that we 
must find a way to take a posi­ 
tion about^ermany that the 
Germans at least will regard as 
genuinely negotiate. 
THE FRENCH are Immobilized 
by the crisis in North Africa 
which has posed the question of 
whether the French have a gov­ 
ernment that can take decisions 
and have them carried out by 
Its own generals and officials. 
France has the primary respon­ 
sibility for the relations between 
the Western world and the Arabs 
of Morocco, Algeria, and Tuni­ 
sia. The outcome depends upon 
what is in essence a constitution­ 
al crisis within France. For un­ 
less there is a French govern­ 
ment that can govern, there is 
no prospect of a settlement in 
North Africa. 
The British do have a govern­ 
ment that governs. But they 
have a new Foreign Secretary. 
They are having a recurrence of 
their old money troubles. As 
they do not feel strong in the 
outer world, they are not in the 
mood for the kind of brilliant 
Initiative which Anthony Eden 
showed in his last years at the 
Foreign Office. 
Here, the President reigns but 
docs not govern, and, in addition, 
we are facing an election. Mr. 
Dulles has the President’s con­ 
fidence. He cannot have the 
President’s authority, which is a 
non-tranferable attribute. He 
cannot, therefore, initiate new 
policies with a certainty that he 
will have the support of the 
country. The safest and one 
might add the inevitable thing 
is to gu on saying what was said 
before the President fell ill. 
Thus the strongest members of 
the Western coalition is in a 
large measure immobilized. 
THE PICTURE IS NOT pret­ 
ty. But only a false reporter 
could prettify it. The West’s real 
policy for the time being is to 
hold on, to blunt the Soviet 
initiatives and to play for time, 
to avoid letting our hands be 
forced until the govermnenta 
again feel strong enough to 
tliink flizibly and to acl firmly.

Strike Called 
Relic Of Barbarism 
EDITOR, 
mdependent-Joumal: 
Three ships, loaded and readjr 
to sail, lay idly at their docks— 
With the attendant loss to own­ 
ers and shippers—until two sail­ 
ors* unions could answer this 
question: “Who will make the 
fireman’s bed?” 
The lateet example of labor’s 
effrontery is disclosed in the 
pending Greyhound Bus affair: 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission granted the bus com­ 
pany permission to segregate its 
commuter operations and to or­ 
ganize a separate corporation to 
handle them. Labor joined with 
the commuters in opposing the 
order before that commission; it 
has now joined in federal court 
litigation to nullify the ICC rul­ 
ing; all well and good. But Labor 
has gone further: with this liti­ 
gation still pending, and no time 
set for its termination. Labor 
has authorized a strike ballot so 
it will be in position to resort to 
force if the courts’ decision is un­ 
favorable. The union agent an­ 
nounces In advance that the new 
bus company will fail, and there 
will be a possible loss of jobs, etc. 
On the basis of this clairvoyance 
he gets his club ready. 
Strikes amount to periodic 
brigandage; they bring an irre­ 
parable loss to the national econ­ 
omy, amounting to millions of 
dollars—and they are outmoded 
and unnecessary. The Congress 
(in interstate cases) and any 
legislature, need only declare un­ 
lawful any strike where the pub­ 
lic interest is involved. Labor 
could be remitted to a court or 
commission where the particular 
controversy with Management 
could be examined and settled. 
Labor prefers to render itself ob­ 
noxious to the public—helpless 
in the premises—hoping thereby 
to bludgeon Management into 
submission. 
The public is entitled to service 
from all public utilities; whether 
that service will be interrupted 
depends on the decisions of a 
handful of men who, before this 
year’s end, will control the des­ 
tinies of over 15,000,000 workers. 
How long wUl Labor be al­ 
lowed to evade the courts and 
continue its resort to that relic 
of barbarism—the strike?

Adlai's Campaign 


Proceeding Like 
DeMille Production 
WASHINGTON (U.B — The 
brilliant stage direction of Ad- 
lai .E. Stevenson’s unannounced 
campaign for the Democratic 
presidential nominati(m Is be­ 
ginning to pay off big. 
You might think Cecile B. De­ 
Mille was ordering up the lights 
and shadows, the flies and drops 
and background music. The Ste­ 
venson show has everything but 
suspense. 
ON THE RECORD, it seems 
obvious that the political state­ 
ment Stevenson plans to make 
this month will be a declaration 
of his candidacy. 'The crack 
strategy of his managers has 
built a lot of motion into a cam­ 
paign which has not yet been 
acknowledged. 
This strategy Is designed to 
make an early show'of strength 
calculated to discourage others 
who would like to be President 
and to encourage local leaders 
to leap for the bandwagop as 
it speeds by. 
Pennsylvania’s Gov. George M. 
xeader is the latest big time 
Democrat to sign on with Ste­ 
venson. Democratic boss David 
Lawrence, Pittsburgh, already 
had indicated a liking for Stev­ 
enson. Now that Leader has 
spoken it would seem the state’s 
big national convention delega­ 
tion may be put in the Steven­ 
son column. This week’s invita­ 
tion to enter the Minnesota pri­ 
mary was an impressive example 
of the Stevenson buildup. 
STEVENSON’S unannounced 
campaign had one slight reverse, 
but that has been corrected. 
Former President 'Truman left 
the impression during a visit to 
New York that he favored Gov. 
Averell Harriman over Steven­ 
son for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion. But Mr. TYuman fixed that. 
On most other fronts the Ste­ 
venson campaign is boomipf;. 


Tammany boss Cannlne De Sa* 
pio seem^ly was set back on 
his heels on a recent visit to Cali­ 
fornia In search of Harriman 
delegates. Democratic Mayor 
Robert Wagner of New Yorli 
seems to favor Stevenson as of 
now in preference to Harriman, 
Sen. Herbert H. Lehman of New 
Ywk is firmly committed to the 
man from Illinois. 
HARRIMAN IS counted by 
some persons the most likely al­ 
ternate if the convention rejecte 
Stevenson. The defection of Wag­ 
ner and Lehman is not deadly 
to his candidacy. FDR won hi* 
first Democratic nomination with 
Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York City, former Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith and the entire Tam­ 
many organization opposing him. 
But it is significant that Stev­ 
enson can chip away some of 
Harriman’s Democratic associ­ 
ates. Stevenson has accomplished 
even more in Tennessee, where a 
coonskin ci^ is as much the 
badge of Sen. Estes Kefauver a* 
of Davy Crockett. Gov. Frank G. 
Clement of Tennessee is for Ste­ 
venson for President, a fact 
which the senator must serious­ 
ly consider before deciding to 
make another try for the Whit* 
House. 
STEVENSON’S candidacy has 
not yet come squarely up 
against those Southern conserva­ 
tives who did not like him in 
1952 and bolted to the Republi­ 
can ticket. Tine breach in th« 
Democratic Party remains wide 
and deep. None knows what will 
happen when the party faction* 
resume next year in Chicago the 
dispute which was interrupted 
in 1952 by adjournment of the 
Democratic national convention. 
But the current situation i* 
not at all obscure. Stevenson if 
way out in front and gaining 
steadily.

Higher Living Standard 
Raises Power Consumption

NEW YORK (/h — Electric 
power output is heading for its 
brightest C h r i stmas. Utility 
profits glow warmly too — even 
though prevented by govern­ 
mental rate regulation* from 
making the spectacular gains 
showing up in some other indus­ 
tries. 
NEW STANDARDS of living 
of the American public are pull­ 
ing sales of electricity 18 per 
cent above the year ago figures 
and flashing the warning light 
to the utilities to get set for an­ 
other spurt of expansion of pow­ 
er production capacity. 
Right now they are spending 
more for distribution lines than 
for new generator installations. 
They are trying to keep up with 
the building boom in homes, of­ 
fices, factories and suburban 
shopping centers. 
America's steadily rising stand­ 
ard of living has helped the util­ 
ities keep profits on a fairly 
steady uphill climb in postwar 
years. 
This year the consumer’s de­ 
mand for electricity has gone 
along at a steadily increasing 
pace. But industry is booming, 
too, and using more power. One 
of the expanding industries is 
aluminum, which uses a great 
deal of power. Another big user 
is the atomic installation. The 
Atomic Energy Commission this 
year is calling for 47 billion kilo­ 
watt hours of electricity. Next 
ycfr it may use 56 billion. 
OF THE 27 utility companies 
so far reporting their net profit 
after taxes for the first nine 
months of this year, six out of 
seven are making more money 
than in the same period last 
year. Combined their profits 
come to $209,685,407, a gain of 
10.1 per cent over the $190,396,- 
415 the same companies made in

I only hope 111 be alve to see 
it, for I’ve spent agonized hours 
trying to figure out whether a cer­ 
tain letter was an S, or an L, or 
a D. As you look at these in block 
printing none seems to have any 
relation to the other, but Just let 
a high powered tycoon set out to 
mjrstify you and he can do it with 
his hands, literally, I do think, 
tied behind him. 
One of the truly successful men 
I know has rnamged to reduce his 
two initials and surname to a sin­ 
gle Wiggly line with a slight up- 
curve on the end. He was so In­ 
fatuated with his signature after 
he got it exactly the way he want­ 
ed it that he puts it on his shirts, 
his shorts, h.is au'to'm,oblle a'nd, by 
now for all I know, his pajamas. 
The great shift from such heiro- 
glyphics has not 'Come about, .of 
course, without some of the pain 
that always accompanies change. 
Th:us, for .some ttoi'e now, mo'thers 
and fathers with offspring in 
boarding schools and camps have 
coraplamed about completely los­ 
ing touch with their young be­ 
cause of the difficulty the chil­ 
dren have in reading their letters 
from home. Not only can they not 
write script, they can’t read it 
either.

Tim,'e a'nd again wh^en I haven’t 
been sure I remembered a middle 
initial accurately I’ve disguised my 
lack of cer'talnty by illegibility. I’ve 
used the same ruse when I didn’t 
want to be understood but found 
I had to write something. I don’t 
even think I’ll like it when I can 
read the prescriptions my doctors 
scribble out for me — they will 
probably scare me when they be­ 
come anything more than an in­ 
decipherable blur.

May Take 2 Marin Roads 


Two major road projects for 
Marin County are on the agenda of 
the Joint Interim Committee on 
Transportation Problems, Marin 
Sen. Jack McCarthy said today. 
The interim committee, headed by 
Sen. Randolph Collier of Yreka, 
will meet in San Francisco City 
Hall Nov. 29. 
McCarthy said two Marin roads 
will be considered for inclusion in 
the state highway system. 


One is his proposal to extend 
Miracle Mile along First or Second 
street, San Rafael, to Highway 
101 and include the whole distance 
from Highway 101 along the Mir­ 
acle Mile and Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard to Olema. The other is 
the proposal to include Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake East, from Greenbrae in­ 
tersection to the San Quentin road. 
Inclusion in the state highway 
system would mean the roads 


would be eligible for reconstruc 
tion and maintenance by the state 
Division of Highways from gas tax 
funds, rather than being improv­ 
ed and maintained from the coun­ 
ty’s meager road funds. 
The senator said that represen­ 
tatives of San Rafael, San Ansel- 
mo, Fairfax and the county were 
planning to attend the hearing. He 
said others interested also are in­ 
vited to be present. 


In addition, other roads in the 
county may be considered. Mc­ 
Carthy declared he may attempt 
to get some state aid on. recon­ 
struction of San Pedro road from 
San Rafael's third street to the 
new Stegge development at Mc- 
Near’s Ranch. “After all,” the sen­ 
ator said, “there’s going to be a 
new city of some 15,000 to 16,000 
persons out there before long. 
They’re going to need a new road.” 


Anyone interested in presenting 
a road to the committee for con­ 
sideration by the state may do 
so, he went on. “But it seems to 
me we will make a better presenta­ 
tion if we get all of Marin County’! 
wants together in one package for 
presentation.”

Sausalito Seeks 
Tidelands Streets 
Sausalito moved this week to 
secure transfer of title 
to 
the 
city’s tidelands streets from the 
state to the city. 
Acting on suggestion of Assem­ 
blyman Richard McCollister, who 
advised the city council that he 
could initiate action toward the 
transfer on receipt of a formal 
request, councilmen authorized a 
letter to McCollister aksing him to 
introduce legislation which would 
add title to the streets to the city’s 
existing title to surrounding tide­ 
lands areas. 
Ownership of the streets is pre­ 
sently vested in the state, with 
the city holding an easement for 
their use.

He said he had received 
numerous telephone calls which 
asked in particular where the 
money is coming from to round 
up all dogs which are allowed to 
roam without proper vaccination 
against rabies. 
We have nothing set up in our 


budget for such a thing,” Castro 
went on, “so I don’t think wo 
should jump into an expense with­ 
out more information.”

Crystallization Of Virus 


Seen Medical Milestone 


PASAD EN A (/PI—The crystalliza­ 
tion of polio viru*. ju*t accom­ 
plished for the first time, opens 
up a new chemical attack on all 
viruses and should make possible 
the manufacture of a better polio 
vaccine, a scientist says. 


* Dr. C. E. Schwerdt, who with 
Dr. F. L. Schaffer accomplished 
the important medical feat at the 
University 
of 
California 
Virus 
Laboratory, 
told 
the 
National 
Academy of 
Science* 
yesterday 
that thi* is the first time a hu­ 
man or animal-infecting type virus 
has been crystallized. 
The significance of the crystal­ 
lized virus, Dr. Schwerdt explain­ 
ed, is that it is absolutely free of 
contaminants. Only virus that is 
highly purified w ill yield crystals. 


» Heretofore, scientists have been 
hampered in their study of polo 
■finis because some of the reac­ 
tions they noted came from im­ 
purities. Crystallization eliminates 
the impurities and also the false 
reaction. 
Dr. Schwerdt said the discovery 
frill be of primary importance in 
facilitating the study of the polio 
virus. He said vaccine could be 
produced from virus crystals but 
the cost would be excessive. 
About a million gallons of mon­ 
key kidney tissue culture fluid 
would be needed to produce one 
pound of virus crystals, he esti­ 
mated. This would cost about 500 
million dollars. It could produce 
over a billion doses of vaccine. 


* The 
tiny 
crystals, 
measuring 
about one thousandth of an inch, 
contain nearly a billion virus par­ 
ticles. 


. The virus has an animal ability 
to reproduce but ha* many prop­ 
erties of an inanimate chemical. 
Dr. Wendell Stanley, director of 
the university’s virus laboratory, 
said scientists have been trying

form of an animal or human- 
infecting virus. 
Dr. Stanley received the Nobel 
Prize for crystallizing particles of 
a plant virus in 1935 and for show­ 
ing that those infectious agents 
are composed of a complex asso­ 
ciation between proteins and nu­ 
cleic acid.

as construction of gravity con­ 
duits to carry 
water into 
the 
bay. 
The estimated cost of $3,600,000, 
noted Supervisor Gnoss, is one- 
quarter of the entire 12-million- 
dollar assessed valuation of the 
Novato Fire District. 
To satisfy Congress that federal 
participation is worthwhile, Col­ 
onel G raf noted, it must be con­ 
vinced that the North M arin pro­ 
ject is a good investment. For ex­ 
ample, ‘(if the project were to cost 
$200,000 a year, let’s say its bene­ 
fits should equal $300,000 a year.'* 
Federal aid also 
depends 
on 
how many people w ill benefit, he 
said. 
It will also be required that local 
property owners furnish the land, 
easements and rights-of-way nec­ 
essary to the project free of cost, 
he stipulated. 
Testifying that Novato Creek is 
or was indeed a navigable stream, 
Gnoss probed his own memory and 
produced a picture of maritime 
commerce extending 
from 
San 
Francisco Bay clear up tc an area 
near Downtown Novato. 
Several deades ago, Gnoss re­ 
called, boats plied 
up 
Novato 
Creek, carrying fruits and dairy 
products—the produce of the re­ 
gion. 
Contractor John Novak, seated 
in the audience, corroborated this, 
declaring that his men tore away 
sections of an old pier at the time 
he developed 
the 
Nave Gardens 
subdivision on South Novato boule­ 
vard. 
Said Scudder: (Tfc might be well 
for your chamber of commerce to 
develop the historical facts con- 
erning this. It may be desirable 
to open up these channels.” 
He 
suggested 
their possible use in 
developing industry or residential 
areas. 
As to what body will now carry 
the ball in the attempt to secure 
federal financial assistance,

W hen, at one particularly 
exciting point, M urphy is shown 
atop a burning tank (loaded with 
am m unition and fuel) holding up 
a G erm an advance, you know it 
actually happened

It takes him through 
rejections by the Navy and the 
Marines, and finally acceptance by 
the Army and lastly into the Euro­ 
pean fighting.

The film is particularly success­ 
ful in portraying the friendship 
th a t grows between m en who m ust 
go out to die. M urphy’s com pan­ 
ions are portrayed by: M arshall 
Thompson, continuously boasting 
of his conquests, asham ed to ad­ 
m it he loves one girl a t home; 
R ichard Castle, a happy Polish 
soldier who can’t bear to go out 
on pass because the kids in the 
liberated town rem ind him of the 
youngsters in Poland; Felix Nor- 
iego, 
a 
cigar-chewing 
Indian, 
seemingly phegmatic, who breaks 
down as he buries the Pole, and 
Jack Kelly, a cocky G I who loses 
his shoes to the first Italian siren 
hq meets. 
IN SHORT: An almost Hora­

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Bridge Funds Could Build 
Greenbrae Approach Road 


Recent efforts to get Sir Francis Drake 
East, from Greenbrae intersection to the 
San Rafael-Richmond Bridge approach, into 
the state highway system are all to the good. 
Marin’s Associated Chambers of Com­ 
merce, the Board of Supervisors, Redwood 
Empire Association and the State Chamber 
of Commerce all have passed resolutions 
aimed at having the state reconstruct the 
winding 
two-lane road 
into 
a four-lane 
divided freeway. 
Such support for an obviously needed 
improvement is heartening. It shows an 
awareness and interest in our traffic prob­ 
lems by those who are in a position to do 
some good. 
Yet there is a problem if this procedure 
is followed. First the road must be included 
in the highway system. That it belongs there 
seems obvious. It connects two state high­ 
ways and will be the closest connecting link 
between two of the largest bridges in the 
world. It shouldn’t be a county road. It 
should be a state highway. 
Trouble is that the only body that can 
designate it a state highway is the legis­ 
lature, and the legislature doesn't meet in 
general session until January, 1957. I rue, 
there is a special session coming up next 
March, but the likelihood that any single 
road will be included on the call of that 
special session is not great. 
This means that unless the legislation is 
put through as an emergency, it would not 
be effective until some time in September, 
1957. 
But the second deck of the bridge 
is 


scheduled to open in October, 1957, and 
possibly before. Top deck would have been 
in operation a full year. That means that 
heavy bridge traffic would be meandering 
through San Quentin property even before 
start of construction. And that’s assuming 
the State Highway Commission would vote 
funds for the construction. 
Happily there is an alternative. Actually 
the importance of the road and the real 
necessity of improving it is being multiplied 
many times by the opening of the bridge. In 
truth, it is an approach to the bridge just 
as much as is the multi-laned highway which 
is stretching over the hills on the east end 
of the span. 
If Sir Francis Drake East is an approach, 
it should be paid for as an approach; that 
is, out of funds provided by the bridge’s 
revenue bonds. There are about four million 
dollars worth of these bonds not now ear­ 
marked. 
Certainly there are problems. The bonds 
haven’t yet been sold; the Division of San 
Francisco Bay T oll Crossings has not yet 
designated the road as an approach. 
But these things can be overcome. We are 
not suggesting that pressure be lessened on 
the state to take the road into the highway 
system. It should be continued, because that 
is the eventual result anyway. 
At the same time, a few well chosen words, 
properly applied, often enough, might help 
the Division of Bay T oll Crossings decide 
that the best way to provide service to the 
bridge would be to make Sir Francis Drake 
East a four-lane approach freeway.

Largest share of highway users’ 
tax funds will go to Los Angeles 
County, which will receive $1,977,- 
301.57. Tiny Alpine County will get 
the smallest share, $5,974.99.

THE MOST comforting thing 
I can find to say, after a few 
weeks in Europe on the eve of 
the Geneva conference, is th a t 
the West does not need to be so 
weak as it looks. 
Our prim ary trouble 
is 
not 
th a t the Soviet Union has very 
strong cards and th a t we have 
no strong cards. I t is th a t for 
internal political 
reasons 
the 
W estern governments 
are 
at 
this time unable to play their 
cards with confidence and con­ 
viction. 
The sum m it meeting at Geneva 
in July was a public recognition 
by both sides th a t they could not 
use therm o-nuclear war or the 
th reat of it to settle the struggle 
between them. This did not mean 
th a t the struggle was over. It 
m eant th a t the struggle *would 
become a diplomatic contest. 


IN THIS CONTEST the Soviet 
Union has since 
the 
summer 
shown a greater capacity for m a­ 
neuver, for liquidating liabilities 
and for new initiatives. The four 
W estern 
governments, 
B o n n , 
Paris, London and W ashington 
have, on the other 
hand, 
re­ 
m ained frozen and immobile in 
all their pre-Geneva positions. 
Moscow has been acting while 
the W estern governments have 
been reacting—and reacting in 
the m ain not by actions of their 
own but by complaining. They 
have done nothing comparable 
in its weight and scope with the 
Soviet’s gam bit in Austria, with 
the Soviet’s appeasem ent of Tito, 
with the Soviet’s establishm ent 
of diplomatic relations with the 
two Germanies, with the Soviet’s 
incursion behind 
the 
W estern 
political front into Egypt. 


THE INNOCENT public may 
have been led to believe th a t the 
Geneva accord to renounce nu­ 
clear war was a kind of under­ 
standing th a t the Soviet Union 
was going henceforth to accept 
our term s for a settlem ent of the 
cold war. But no 
one 
in 
the 
know ever had the slightest rea­ 
son for thinking th a t this would 
happen. 
The Geneva accord did not 
m ean th a t we were going to have 
our own way. It m eant th a t the 
great powers m ight be able to 
negotiate and strike bargains, 
and th a t unless they did this 
successfully, they m ight lose con­ 
trol of the problems they were 
supposed to solve. 


FOR THIS KIND of m aneuv­ 
ering governments have to be 
sufficiently sure of themselves at 
, home to be flexible and respon­ 
sible abroad. Governments th a t 
are unsure 
of 
themselves 
are 
usually able to be firm only if 
they are rigid 
and 
obstinate. 
They become immobile—unable 
to move lest they appear to be 
retreating. It is the immobility 
of the W estern governments, not 
the inherent weakness 
of 
the 
W estern position in the world, 
th a t makes the prospects so dark 
in Central 
Europe, 
in 
North 
Africa and in the Middle East. 
Thus in G erm any we are im ­ 
mobilized upon a policy th a t not 
even the Germans, m uch less the 
Soviets, can be counted upon to 
believe in to the end. In the re­ 
lations of the West with the 
Moslem upheaval, which extends 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
borders of India, there is the 
greatest reluctance to do any­ 
thing new for 
fear 
of 
losing 
something old. 


THE 
WEST GERMANS are 
immobilised by Dr. Adenauer’s 


illness and by the fact that, like 
Eisenhower, he has no recog­ 
nized successor 
who 
can 
be 
counted upon to carry out his 
policy. 


There is, in fact, every reason 
to think, as Moscow most cer­ 
tainly does think, th a t Aden-^ 
auer’s successor will not stand 
upon, th a t 
he 
will 
negotiate 
about, the term s th a t the W est 
is proposing at Geneva. Our po­ 
sition a t Geneva is inspired pri­ 
m arily by loyalty to Dr. Aden­ 
auer, by a determ ination not to 
concede anything which m ight 
be construed 
in 
Germ any 
as 
rocking Dr. Adenauer’s boat. If 
we concede an inch, we fear th a t 
Dr. Adenauer's Germ an oppo­ 
nents will be encouraged to con­ 
cede a yard. So on Germ any the 
W est is immobilized and unable 
to put itself in a position to ne­ 
gotiate. 
The trouble with this position 
is th a t in the not so very long 
run it will alienate us from the 
Grem ans who mean, 
if 
they 
must, to negotiate for reunifica­ 
tion directly 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union and the East Germans. 
Our problem in Germ any is how 
to overcome the immobility of 
our policy. This means th a t we 
m ust find a way to take a posi­ 
tion about-G erm any 
th a t 
the 
G erm ans a t least will regard as 
genuinely negotiable. 


THE FRENCH are immobilized 
by the crisis in 
North 
Africa 
which has posed the question of 
w hether the French have a gov­ 
ernm ent th a t can take decisions 
and have them carried out by 
its own generals and officials. 
France has the prim ary respon­ 
sibility for the relations between 
the W estern world and the Arabs 
of Morocco, Algeria, and T uni­ 
sia. The outcome depends upon 
w hat is in essence a constitution­ 
al crisis w ithin France. For un­ 
less there is a French govern­ 
m ent th a t can govern, there is 
no prospect of a settlem ent in 
N orth Africa. 


The British do have a govern­ 
m ent th at governs. 
But 
they 
have a new Foreign Secretary. 
They are having a recurrence of 
their old 
money 
troubles. 
As 
they do not feel strong in the 
outer world, they are not in the 
mood for the kind of brilliant 
initiative which Anthony Eden 
showed in his last years at the 
Foreign Office. 


Here, the President reigns but 
does not govern, and, in addition, 
we are facing an election. Mr. 
Dulles has the President’s con­ 
fidence. He 
cannot 
have 
the 
President’s authority, which is a 
non-tranferable 
attribute. 
He 
cannot, therefore, initiate new 
policies with a certainty th a t he 
will have the support of the 
country. The 
safest 
and 
one 
m ight add the inevitable thing 
is to go on saying w hat was said 
before the 
President 
fell 
ill. 
Thus the strongest members of 
the W estern coalition is in a 
large measure immobilized.

On the basis of this clairvoyance 
he gets his club ready. 


Strikes 
am ount 
to 
periodic 
brigandage; they bring an irre­ 
parable loss to the national econ­ 
omy, am ounting to millions of 
dollars—and they are outmoded 
and unnecessary. The Congress 
(in interstate cases) 
and any 
legislature, need only declare un­ 
lawful any strike where the pub­ 
lic interest is 
involved. 
Labor 
could be rem itted to a court or 
commission where the particular 
controversy 
w ith 
M anagement 
could be examined and settled. 
Labor prefers to render itself ob­ 
noxious to the public—helpless 
in the premises—hoping thereby 
to bludgeon M anagem ent into 
submission. 


The public is entitled to service 
from all public utilities; whether 
th a t service will be interrupted 
depends on the decisions of a 
handful of men who, before this 
year’s end, will control the des­ 
tinies of over 15,000,000 workers.

This strategy is designed to 
make an early show of strength 
calculated to discourage others 
who would like to be President 
and to encourage local leaders 
to leap for the bandwagop as 
it speeds by. 


Pennsylvania’s Gov. George M. 
Leader is the 
latest

time 
Democrat to sign on with Ste­ 
venson. Democratic boss David 
Lawrence, 
Pittsburgh, 
already 
had indicated a liking for Stev­ 
enson. Now th a t 
Leader 
has 
spoken it wrould seem the state’s 
big national convention delega­ 
tion may be put in the Steven­ 
son column. This week’s invita­ 
tion to enter the M innesota pri­ 
m ary was an impressive example 
of the Stevenson buildup. 


STEVENSON’S 
unannounced 
campaign had one slight reverse, 
but th a t 
has 
been 
corrected. 
Form er President Trum an left 
the impression during a visit to 
New York th a t he favored Gov. 
Averell H arrim an over Steven­ 
son for the Democratic nom ina­ 
tion. But Mr. T rum an fixed that. 
On most other fronts the Ste­ 
venson campaign 
is 
booming. 


Tam m any boss Carmine De Sa- 
pio seemingly was set back on 
his heels on a recent visit to Cali­ 
fornia in search 
of 
H arrim an 
delegates. 
Democratic 
Mayor 
Robert W agner 
of 
New 
York 
seems to favor Stevenson as of 
now in preference to H arrim an. 
Sen. Herbert H. Lehm an of New 
York is firmly committed to the 
m an from Illinois. 


HARRIMAN IS 
counted 
by 
some persons the most likely al­ 
ternate if the convention rejects 
Stevenson. The defection of W ag­ 
ner and Lehm an is not deadly 
to his candidacy. FDR won his 
first Democratic nom ination with 
Mayor Jam es J. W alker of New 
York City, former Gov. Alfred 
E. Sm ith and the entire Tam ­ 
m any organization opposing him . 
But it is significant th at Stev­ 
enson can chip away some of 
H arrim an’s Democratic associ­ 
ates. Stevenson has accomplished 
even more in Tennessee, where a 
coonskin cap is as 
much 
the 
badge of Sen. Estes Kefauver as 
of Davy Crockett. Gov. Frank G. 
Clement of Tennessee is for Ste­ 
venson for 
President, 
a 
fact 
which the senator m ust serious­ 
ly consider before deciding to 
make another try for the W hite 
House. 


STEVENSON’S candidacy has 
n o t 
yet 
come 
squarely 
up 
against those Southern conserva­ 
tives who did not like him in 
1952 and bolted to the Republi­ 
can ticket. The breach in the 
Democratic Party rem ains wide 
and deep. None knows w hat will 
happen when the p arty factions 
resume next year in Chicago the 
dispute which was interrupted 
in 1952 by adjournm ent of the 
Democratic national convention. 
B ut the current situation is 
not a t all obscure. Stevenson is 
way out in front and gaining 
steadily.

NEW STANDARDS of living 
of the American public are pull­ 
ing sales of electricity 
18 
per 
cent above the year ago figures 
and flashing the warning light 
to the utilities to get set for a n ­ 
other spurt of expansion of pow­ 
er production capacity. 
R ight now they are spending 
more for distribution lines th an 
for new generator installations. 
They are trying to keep up with 
the building boom in homes, of­ 
fices, 
factories 
and 
suburban 
shopping centers. 
America’s steadily rising stand­ 
ard of living has helped the util­ 
ities keep profits on 
a 
fairly 
steady uphill climb in postwar 
years. 
This year the consumer’s de­ 
m and for electricity has gone 
along at a steadily increasing 
pace. But industry is booming, 
too, and using more power. One 
of the expanding industries is 
aluminum, which uses a great 
deal of power.

Mill Valley Firemen Ask I 


Substantial Pay Increase 


Citing pay rates in other M arin 
cities, Mill Valley firemen have 
aaked the city council for a sub­ 
stantial pay increase. The request 
•was contained in a letter sent to 
the council by Fire Chief Leslie 
Armager, who added a letter em ­ 
bodying ‘strong recom m endation” 
th a t an increase be approved. 
All members of the departm ent 
except the chief and Asst. Chief 
Joe Regalia signed the request, 
which also advised the'council th a t 
the firem en oppose the pension 
plan which is under consideration 
for the city, in its present form. 
Objections ar« th a t it proposes 
retirem ent a t age 65, felt by the 
firem en to be unrealistic for their 
type of work, and th a t present 
salaries are too low to allow for 
deductions for a pension. 
On ths salary question, the fire­ 
m en’s letter stated, “We are the 
lowest paid departm ent per popu­ 
lation in the county, and in some 
cases, below less populated cities.” 
The letter showed pay scales in 
Mill Valley and in four other cities 
in 
M arin. 
Sausalito 
rates 
are 
shown as $357.50 for firemen, and 
$385 for assistant chief; San R a­ 
fael, $396 for firemen, $414.00 for 
captain, $440 for assistant chief 
and $518 for chief; Fairfax $360 
for firem en and $425 for chief; 
San Anselmo, $392 for firemen, 
$42« for captain, $470.00 for assist­ 
an t chief and $515 for chief. 
Mill Valley’» pay rates are list­ 
ed 
as: 
Firem en 
$340, 
captain 
$370.00, assistant chief $390 and 
chief $440. 
Chief Armager, in his letter for­ 
warding the m en’s request, also 
listed a num ber of points which in­ 
dicate, he said, th a t careful con­ 
sideration should be given to the 


m atter. Armager cited necessity of 
having experienced men in the de­ 
partm ent to m aintain efficiency, 
the fact th a t it takes a t least two 
years for a new m an to become 
fam iliar with locations and equip­ 
m ent and necessity of having con­ 
tentm ent among men of the de­ 
partm ent.
